ENCOURAGING 
EXAM RESULTS 


STUDENTS from across Pulman’s Country received 
their A-level results on Thursday, August 18th, and 
it was another encouraging outcome. 

After a tense few weeks for students, the grades were 
released at 8.30am and with more competition for 
university places than ever before many youngsters at sixth 
form centres in Axminster, Colyton, Honiton, Lyme Regis 
and Ottery St Mary had a reason to celebrate. 

In Axminster, Axe Valley Community College head 
Martin Smith described the A-level results as 
“encouraging”. 

Students at the specialist business and enterprise college 
achieved a 100 per cent pass rate at grades A to E with a 
65 per cent pass rate at grades A to C. 

Mr Smith said in a statement issued by the college: “We 
are delighted with the results. Our pass rate was 100 per 
cent with a significant improvement in the A to C pass rate 
up to 65 per cent. 

“Many students have performed superbly and we are 
very proud of their achievements. 

“Our most able students achieved more A* to B grades 
than we had predicted and many of these students are 
going to top universities. 

“Special mention must be paid to our maths department

who achieved a 100 per cent A* to B pass rate. 

“Our vocational courses, usually offered to less 
academic students, achieved truly excellent results and 
again many of these students are set to continue their 
studies in higher education. 

“We now see our strategies for student academic 
improvement achieving end results and these strategies 
will enable future year groups to perform even better. 

“We would like to wish our Year 13 leavers good luck for 
the future, whether that be at university, training or 
employment. 

“I would like to thank all of the Axe Valley staff for their 
tremendous hard work in supporting Year 13.” 

More than half the students at Colyton Grammar School 
achieved at least one A* grade and 72 per cent of all A- 
level grades at the school were A to A*. 

Many students from the school will be attending 
Oxbridge at the start of the new academic year including 
Sam Mortimer and Tom Oldfield who both achieved five 
A* grades each. 


Headteacher Paul Evans said: “Students should be proud 
of exceptionally good results across the board this summer. 

“For some, competing for places has been more of a 
challenge than usual but we expect the vast majority to 
secure a place at university this autumn. 

“We’ve maintained last year’s record of 16 going to 
Oxbridge and nine reading medicine.” 

A 13 per cent rise in A-level A* to B grades has topped 
a successful summer term for Honiton Community 
College after the school also received a ‘good’ Ofsted 
report back in June. 

The results have been praised by Glenn Smith, principal 
at Honiton, and dozens of sixth form students at the 
college will be going on to university after achieving the 
required grades. 

Mr Smith said: “The 2011 Year 13 cohort results are the 
best in recent years. Results reflect the rise in standards at 
Honiton Community College and a firm foundation for 
further improvements in our success rates at post-16. 

“On behalf of the college governors I would like to thank 
students, parents and staff for maintaining a positive and 
proactive partnership.

Overall the number of students who 
gained an A-level qualification at 
Honiton Community College has 
risen to 96 per cent. 

It was another excellent year for A- 
level students at The King’s School in 
Ottery St Mary. 

Students scored a 100 per cent pass 
rate with 53 per cent of all grades 
being A* to B and 25 per cent of 
students reaching the highest grades 
of A* and A. 

In a joint-statement, headteacher 
Faith Jarrett and chair of governors 
Edward Bloomfield said: “These 
results were obviously the 
culmination of a great deal of hard 
work by the students supported by 
their families. 

“University places this year are 


extremely tight so we are waiting to 
hear the outcome of any clearing 
applications but have been really 
pleased to be able to celebrate with all 
those who have secured their place 
already. 

“Many thanks also to the staff who 
have worked really hard to support the 
students in achieving these results. 

“We are delighted that the students 
have achieved so many personal 
successes but we are equally pleased 
with the huge commitment these 
young people have made to life across 
the school and beyond including the 
wide range of additional 
qualifications and achievements from 
Ten Tors and leadership programmes 
through to some excellent results in 
the new extended project. 

“They really are a credit to 
themselves and to their families and 
we all wish them every success for the 
future.” 

Forty-five per cent of Woodroffe 


students in Lyme Regis gained at least 
one A*, A or B grade, a statistic that 
was described as impressive by 
headteacher Dr Richard Seward. 

The overall percentage of students 
reaching grades A* to E was 99 per 
cent. 

Dr Seward said: “As ever, this is a 
very impressive set of results and I am 
delighted that so many of our students 
have done so well. 

“I am particularly pleased that the 
vast majority have secured places at 
the universities of their choice, 
despite the very worrying picture 
nationally. 

“A-level students work incredibly 
hard nowadays and, though it is 
fashionable to assume that standards 
have declined, the amount of work 
sixth formers now have to do has 
made gaining qualifications at this 
level in many ways much harder than 
it used to be. 

“Students now have to take modules 


throughout the year, as well as 
examinations at the end of the course, 
and they also have to complete some 
very demanding coursework 
assignments. 

“They also tend to take four AS- 
levels and then go on to take three A- 
levels, with some tackling additional 
qualifications like the Extended 
Project, Critical Thinking or General 
Studies. 

“The hard work of A-level students 
should not, therefore, be 
underestimated, nor should we forget 
the added pressures caused by the 
demands of the university system and 
the increasing competition for places. 

“Finally, I am sure that the students 
would also wish me to acknowledge 
the hard work and commitment of the 
teaching staff at Woodroffe who work 
tirelessly to help students achieve the 
best results they can.”

Just before 4pm, Sidmouth 
Independent Rescue Boat and Beer- 
based Coastguard rescue officers 
were tasked following a 999 call from 
the boat, which was aground west of 
Beer Head.

“The lifeboat proceeded as the 
Coastguard operator kept the casualty 
on the phone advising him. 

“The boat was pulled off the rocks 
by the lifeboat using a crewman 
swimmer, and beached at Beer for 
inspection.” 

Mr Fearnley-Whittingstall said: “I 
want to say a massive thank you to 
both the Portland Coastguard and the 
Sidmouth lifeboat team. We got 
ourselves into a sticky situation and 
their response was fantastic.

Webster’s low league developer? 


THE owner of an Axminster eyesore might 
have to sell to a “lower league developer”, 
who could turn it into a “Skoda”-style 
budget scheme. 

This is because “major players” can’t visualise 
an appealing shopping experience in Axminster 
because of heavy traffic and narrow pavements. 

The somewhat gloomy picture was painted by 
well-known auctioneer Graham Barton, who also 
represents the Plymouth-based owner of the 
derelict Webster’s complex in A xm inster. 

Mr Barton attended a meeting of Axminster 
Town Council on Friday, August 19th and said that 
talks had been held with “major players” over the 
last 12 months. 


The recurring comment from major players is, 
according to Mr Barton, that the shopping 
experience in Axminster is “not particularly good” 
because of heavy traffic volumes, narrow 
pavements and no scope to pedestrianise. 

Another problem is that Axminster is seen as a 
“big village” as opposed to a town. 

If the traffic situation isn’t addressed, the owner 
of the Webster’s complex could be left with two 
options — to leave it as it is or sell it to a lower 
league developer. 

Mr Barton apologised to anyone in the council 
chamber who might own a Skoda car, before 
saying that the chosen lower league developer 
could build “a Skoda scheme for today”. 

Mr Barton added: “The problem is that it will be 


fine today for Axminster, but not tomorrow.” 

Last Friday’s meeting was called so councillors 
could decide the strategy for a presentation to East 
Devon District Council’s Local Development 
Framework Panel on Tuesday, September 6th. 

The town council has been invited to make a ten- 
minute presentation to the panel as part of new 
consultation. 

It was decided that town councillor Jeremy 
Walden will make the presentation, which will be 
largely based on Axminster Community 
Enterprise’s (ACE) Vision of Axminster 2030 
document. 

Among other things, Vision of Axminster 2030 
calls for a north-south relief road to reduce the 
number of heavy vehicles in the town centre.

HONITON Town Council is set 
to apply for planning 
permission for its community 
complex. 

At an extraordinary meeting of 
the town council, held as this 
newspaper went to press last night 
(Monday), the matter was due to be 
discussed. 

On the meeting agenda it stated: 
“Following a meeting with East 
Devon District Council, the 
chairman (of Honiton Town 
Council) resolves to apply for 
planning permission to East Devon 
District Council with respect to the 
community complex.”

Ideas to 

YOUNG people from across 
east Devon are planning to 
leave the district in their 
droves according to the results 
of a consultation event held by 
East Devon District Council 
(EDDC). 

However, councillors have 
agreed to look at how they can try 
and persuade younger residents to 
stay. 

Following a meeting of the 
Local Development Framework 
Panel (LDF) on Tuesday last, 
district councillors have said they 
will be carrying out further studies 
into the needs of young people in 


Council is hoping to build the 
community complex on land at 
Dowell Street, close to the old 
magistrates’ court. 

The town council had originally 
planned to build the complex on 
land at Lace Walk, however, 
district councillors withdrew their 
offer of this parcel of land. 

Plans for a community complex 
in Honiton have split opinions 
between residents in the town. 

A town poll was held in June 
2010 and hundreds of residents 
turned out to cast their vote. 

Just over 900 people took part in 
the poll — around 10 per cent of 
the electorate — and the results 
showed that 662 people voted 
against the plans and 257 people 
voted for them. 

Despite a landslide ‘no’ vote 
from those who voted, Honiton 


their late teens and early 20s. 

In 2010 EDDC carried out 
consultation with young people 
across east Devon and the results 
show that in Axminster 68 per 
cent of young people thought they 
would leave the town within the 
next 10 years. In Honiton 80 per 
cent said they would be leaving 
and in Ottery St Mary the figure 
was also 68 per cent. 

LDF chairman Mike Allen said: 
“We have to strike the right 
balance between the expectations 
of a government that wants to see 
a surge in new building to 
overcome a serious shortfall in 


Town Council has always vowed to 
continue with its plans for the 
community complex. 

In March this year, a bitter war of 
words was exchanged between 
several town councillors during an 
extraordinary meeting that was 
called to discuss the current and 
future situation of the proposed 
building. 

During the debate, that lasted 
almost an hour, fierce words were 
exchanged and tempers began to 
fray. 

District councillor Peter Halse 
said: “I was strongly against this 
project 25 or 30 years ago. But 
Honiton needs facilities like this. 
Are we willing to take a risk or let 
it all pass us over? 

“It will hurt all of us in the 
pocket, we will face the cost and 
the pain but we do this for our 


homes, especially affordable 
housing, and our own desire to 
conserve and enhance this 
beautiful district of ours while 
catering for residents of all age- 
groups.” 

A spokesman for EDDC added: 
“Councillors working on a 
planning blueprint for the future 
of east Devon discussed the 
different challenges posed by the 
need to retain younger residents 
and cater for a steadily ageing 
population. 

“Members of the LDF Panel 
pondered how best to provide 
suitable housing for the district’s 


children and our grandchildren and 
we do it for the town. 

“Honiton has always been 
backward in contributing money 
for local projects.” 

Councillor Roy Coombs said: 
“The site is still on the A373, it is 
still on Dowell Street and we all 
know the traffic problems down 
there. It looks to me like the car 
park is made up land and this is a 
great concern. It is wrong to limit 
ourselves to one site.” 

Councillor Ron Famham added: 
“It worries me considerably about 
the state of the land in Dowell 
Street car park and the suitability to 
build on it. There has always been 
problems with drainage on the site. 

“I would hate us to go ahead only 
to find out that it [the land] isn’t 
suitable and we have to find extra 
costs.”

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Parts of town 
to be ‘blacked 
out’ revealed

PARTS of Axminster to be 
affected by a street light black¬ 
out have been revealed. 

As previously reported, Devon 
County Council (DCC) has 
embarked on a cost-cutting 
programme involving street lights 
throughout the county. 

Work has just started to convert 
almost 300 street lights in 
Axminster, and a DCC 
spokesperson said: “Work is 
underway to convert around 280 
street lights in some residential 
areas of the town, which will be 
switched off overnight as DCC’s 
on-going programme to reduce 
carbon emissions and cut energy 
consumption continues to roll out 
across the county. 

“Castle Hill, Foxhill, North 
Street, The Cricketers and 
Willhayes Park are among the roads 
which will undergo conversion over 
the next few weeks. 

“The lights in these streets, which 
were previously on throughout the 
night, will be switched off at about 
1.30am, coming on again at about 
6:30am, if it’s still dark enough 
during the summer months, until 
dawn. 

“When the clocks go back, these 
times will be adjusted accordingly, 
with the lights coming on again at 


around 5.30am until dawn.” 

A and B roads will remain lit all 
night, including lighting on the 
A35 8 along Chard Road, Chard 
Street, King Edward Road, 
Musbury Road (between King 
Edward Road and Lear Lane), 
Trinity Square and West Street 
according to DCC. 

Lighting will also be on all night 
on the B3261 along Lyme Road, 
Lyme Street, Stoney Lane and 
Trafalgar Way. 

However, consideration will be 
given to dimming lights where 
possible in the future. 

County councillor Andrew 
Moulding said: “I am pleased that 
the project to introduce part-night 
lighting in Axminster has started. 

“This initiative will result in a 
reduction in our carbon footprint as 
well as our costs, which is of 
benefit to local council tax payers.” 

The spokesperson added: “The 
countywide scheme is expected to 
have saved more than 300 tonnes of 
C02 and around £46,000 in 
electricity costs over the past year. 

“Over the next three years it is 
estimated that part-night lighting 
could save Devon 4,000 tonnes of 
C02 and reduce its present energy 
bill by £450,000. 

“Lights have already been 
converted, or are in the process of 
being converted, in more than 160 
communities including Axmouth, 
Exmouth, Seaton, and Dawlish.”

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Tesco ‘hub’ 
confusion 

EDITOR — I am one of the silent 
majority who cannot wait for the new 
Tesco store in Seaton to open. 

During the past year there have 
been reports that this store will be a 
distribution hub — delivering to 
other stores from Seaton. 

This is incorrect. 

To be such a place it would have to 
be: 

1. Located near or by the side of a 
motorway for easy access to the 
motorway system for delivery to its 
stores. 

2. Be far larger than the building 
that is currently being built at Seaton. 

3. These hubs are purely 
warehouses for distribution and are 
normally located on large industrial 
estates, and would not have a store 
attached to it, 

The store at Seaton will have home 
delivery, sometimes called e- 
delivery. 

This, I think, is where people are 
getting confused. 

The e-delivery service is similar to 
the service which the Co-op store 
currently provides. 

However, with Tesco you have to 
do your Tesco shopping online and 
they deliver to your door at the time 
slot you have arranged, in vans 
similar in size to the Co-op one. 

The only large articulated delivery 
vehicles you will see will be purely 
delivering to the Seaton store and 
possibly to the one at Axminster. 

Let’s stop all this bitterness about 
the store. 

We should be pleased a big 
company wants to come to Seaton, 
the Co-op needs some competition, 
the quality of their goods is not as 
good as Tesco’s and they are not 
exactly cheap.

Panel quote is misleading, 
says disappointed councillor 


EDITOR — As a member of 
EDDC’s Local Development 
Framework Panel I felt compelled to 
express my disappointment in the 
misleading set of statements 
attributed to chairman of the panel, 
Councillor Mike Allen recently. 

During the two meetings, which 
have so far taken place in the public 
domain, the panel has been railroaded 
into making premature decisions 
about housing numbers. 

At the first meeting, myself and 
councillors Ray Bloxham and Steve 
Wragg managed to resist this, but at 
the second meeting, there appeared to 
be a determination that the panel 
approved the recommendation for 
15,000 homes. It was made clear to 


us that this was a minimum number. 
A range of 15-17,000 dwellings was 
referred to several times. 

The lower figure of 12,000 houses 
calculated by Devon County Council, 
based on long-term local data, was 
dismissed because apparently it did 
not take account of ‘policy’. Policy 
seemed to relate to EDDC having 
“historically been identified as 
appropriate for higher growth”. 

Interestingly, it was reported the 
morning after the meeting as an 
EDDC ‘spokesman’ saying “17,000 
dwellings might be appropriate”. 

This crucial debate, which is central 
to the entire plan, was rushed through 
with the chairman interrupting and 
cutting short my own and other 


similar-minded panel members in our 
reasoning for opting for the lower 
housing numbers. 

We were subsequently outvoted by 
four votes to three. 

It is a distortion of reality for 
Councillor Allen to claim that people 
who wish to see lower housing figures 
to be uncaring about the need for 
houses for less well off and younger 
people. Logic tells me that the more 
houses you build for people who want 
to move here from elsewhere will 
simply create a bigger affordable 
housing demand. 

If EDDC was really serious about 
providing affordable housing, it 
would not continually allow 
developers to get away with providing 


less than the required proportion of 40 
per cent. 

I read with some incredulity 
Councillor Allen’s quote: “We won’t 
be driven by ill-judged and negative 
views, but by the wishes of the people 
of East Devon”. 

The public made their wishes 
crystal clear on this plan for over¬ 
development of our district. If we 
cannot heed those views in the most 
central issue — numbers of houses — 
how can the public have confidence in 
the democratic process at EDDC? 
We are representatives of the people. 
And they deserve better than this.

Local press plays part in saving cheques 


EDITOR — I want to say that in my 
belief the recent successful campaign 
to save cheques was due in no small 
part to the help of local newspapers, 
such as yours. 

The Senior Council for Devon, the 
county wide voluntary forum for those 
over 50, joined many other 
organisations nationally in fighting 
the plans by the banks and the 
Payments Council to phase out 
cheques by 2018. 

On June 30th I wrote to all 
newspapers in Devon making the case 
for keeping cheques, or at least 
bringing in an adequate replacement. 


Many small businesses rely on this 
method of payment for services 
rendered. 

It is particularly true for people who 
are housebound and for those 
receiving home services, such as 
paying the milkman, the window 
cleaner, the gardener and so on. 

I am glad to report that you can now 
boast that your readership includes 
some influential people in London. 

At the end of July I received a letter 
from Sandra Quinn, the director of 
Corporate Communications at the 
Payments Council, in which she noted 
that she wanted to write to me 


personally following the recent 
publication of my letters on cheques 
in Devon’s local press. 

She confirmed that on July 12th the 
Payments Council had announced 
that cheques would be available as 
long as customers needed them. 

The target of closing the cheque 
clearing system in 2018 had been 
cancelled, as it was clear that people 
relied on cheques and many would be 
inconvenienced. 

The council was also aware that in 
some situations there was not an 
obvious alternative to the cheque, and 
this was causing some concern among 


a large number of customers. 

Ms Quinn added: ‘We owe a great 
deal to organisations like yours, 
which have played an important role 
in helping us reach the correct 
decision on cheques.’ 

I should like to say in turn that the 
Senior Council for Devon, and older 
people generally, owe a great deal to 
newspapers such as yours in 
publicising the campaign to save 
cheques.

Early autumn 
feel in tbe air 

ALTHOUGH we are still in August and, as I 
write this fields of corn are still standing ready to 
be gathered in, there is already an early 
autumnal feel in the air. 

Blackberries are ripening in the hedges and the 
foliage is assuming the tired, dark green hue which 
betokens the end of the summer. Already swallows and 
martins are gathering in swirling flocks, exercising their 
wings for the great journey that lies ahead or perching 
on telephone wires to resemble musical scores. 

Only this morning I watched as dozens of martins 
suddenly appeared, swooping and diving over the 
garden, then to settle for a few agitated moments in the 
wych elm by the yard gate. This appearance is, I fancy, 
early but in line with the premature spring and the 
feeling that the hands of the year’s clock have been 
advanced by a month or so. 

Even so, the solitary pair of swallows which 
eventually chose to use a last year’s nest in my barn, in 
the absence of any mud to build a fresh one, are now 
feeding their second brood, fledglings which will 
shortly themselves be airborne. I gather from an 
ornithologist friend that the spring drought and 
consequent lack of mud for building nests reduced the 
swallow breeding output countrywide. 

It has, too, been a summer of highs and lows for 
butterflies. Meadow browns and hedge browns have 
been in abundance, and the latter insect is still 
commonplace in the garden and along hedgerows, but I 
have seen only two tortoiseshells, a handful of red 
admirals and peacocks and the odd comma. By now the 
buddleia should be shimmering with butterflies but this 
year it has been largely ignored. 

It was depressing to read that the hedgehog, amongst 
several other species such as the red squirrel and 
capercaillie, is in severe decline. Quite apart from the 
estimated 50,000 tiggy-winkles which are run over on 
our roads each year, much of their food, such as beetles, 
slugs and caterpillars has been destroyed by the use of 
pesticides and, in addition, the burgeoning badger 
population has also had a major impact on hedgehogs. 

I see perhaps one or two of these animals a year and 
they are becoming an increasingly rare sight. There was 
a time, not so long ago, when flattened hedgehog 
corpses were a common enough on the roads, and at 
least an indication of a healthy population but now, 
despite the number quoted above, it is rare to find a road 
casualty. 

Devon Wildlife Trust has produced some helpful 
information to try and assist hedgehogs survival, 
particularly in semi-urban situations. Make sure, they 
suggest, that ‘hogs have access to your garden by 
providing small gaps at the base of solid fences and 
walls; offer an escape route from ponds as the animals 
frequently drown because of steep and slippery slopes, 
using chicken wire or a pile of stones. Also check 
bonfire sites as a pile of rubbish, ready for burning, may 
seem to a hedgehog an ideal nesting site and, finally, 
allow a small section of your garden to go wild with 
long grass, log piles and areas where the animal can 
forage for food. Finally, if you put out food for your 
local hedgehogs make sure it is dog or cat food and not 
bread and milk. 

Following the devastating fire at Upton Heath on June 
9th, the Urban Heaths Partnership is calling on local 
residents to help prevent a similar event occurring on 
the heathland sites across Poole and Bournemouth. 
Already two roadshows have taken place at Kinson 
Common and Turbary Common and a third is planned 
for Redhill Common on Saturday, September 3rd from 
10am to 1pm. 

If you feel you can offer any help, in terms of 
providing instant information if you see any sign of 
arson or anti-social behaviour on these heaths then you 
can report it on the anonymous crimestoppers helpline 
0800 555 111.

COWBOYS AND ALIENS (12A) 

BASED on the graphic novel by Scott 
Mitchell Rosenberg, Cowboys and 
Aliens is a rootin’ tootin’ action 
adventure that melds the western and 
science fiction genres with a blitzkrieg 
of digital effects. 

It’s a curious juxtaposition — pistols and 
laser guns — and certain elements of Jon 
Favreau's entertaining film don’t gel. 

While Harrison Ford possesses the 
weariness of a man who could conceivably 
have kicked up his spurs in 1870s New 
Mexico, co-star Daniel Craig swaggers 
around in figure-hugging leather chaps and a 
shirt unbuttoned to the navel like James 


Bond at a fancy dress party. 

We’re not remotely surprised that he opens 
the film by disabling three bandits on 
horseback. Nor do we bat an eyelid when his 
character out-canters an alien spaceship 
along a canyon ridge and leaps from the 
turbo-charged nag onto the otherworldly 
craft. The invaders do not stand a chance. 

Preposterousness aside, Cowboys and 
Aliens gallops along at a fair lick and 
director Favreau (Iron Man) orchestrates the 
set pieces with aplomb. 

Jake Lonergan (Craig) wakes in the desert 
with a gunshot wound, a large metal bracelet 
on his wrist and no memory of who he is or 
how he came to be in the dirt. 

He struts into town and is unmasked as a 


killer with a sizeable bounty on his head. 

Arrested by the sheriff and bound for 
prison alongside Percy Dolarhyde (Paul 
Dano), Jake makes his escape from the 
prison coach during a devastating attack by 
extraterrestrial craft. Percy is abducted and 
the boy’s powerful father, Woodrow 
(Harrison Ford), vows to rescue his son and 
he press gangs Jake into accompanying his 
posse on the perilous mission. 

Beautiful cowgirl Ella Swenson (Olivia 
Wilde), publican Doc and a fatherless boy 
called Emmett join the hunt for the aliens. 

Cowboys and Aliens dodges the bullet of 
the 3D format and concentrates on old- 
fashioned action with 21st-century visual 
trickery.
